Having made his decision he has been 
appointed as Scotland captain. Danny has one of the best kicking games in the world and was 
deservedly elected as Man of Steel this year having led Huddersfield to the Super League league 
leaders shield 

Ball playing prop, Mitch Stringer, has had a superb season captaining Sheffield Eagles to their 
Championship Grand Final Victory and winning the Kingstone Press Championship player of the year 
award. 

Hooker, Ian Henderson, is an International In every respect Bom in Torquay with a Glaswegian 
father, he grew up in Australia and plays his club rugby for the Catalans Dragons In France I 


Born in Rabaul, PNG, Adrian Lam coached Papua New Guinea In the 2008 World Cup. He had an 
illustrious playing career with Sydney Roosters and Wigan Warriors and made 14 State of Origin 
appearances for Queensland. He captained Papua New Guinea in the 2000 World Cup and was 
picked for the 'Rest of the World' team against Australia In 1997. 

The Papua New Guinea captain Is Paul Alton from Mount Hagen, PNG. Nowadays he Is the hooker 
for Wakefield Trinity Wildcats where he has become a great favourite with supporters. This year he 
received both the dub's player's player of the year and coach's player of the year awards. 

Neville Costigan was also bom In Rabaul. He has been a dassy forward for Newcastle Knights and 
gained 6 State of Origin appearances for Queensland. Next season he will be playing for Hull 
Kingston Rovers. 

Known as the Jukebox, Menzle Yere from Simbu, PNG, has had a phenomenal season with Sheffield 
Eagles, scoring 46 tries In just 38 appearances, breaking the dub's record for tries in a season. He 
now also holds their record for tries in a career overtaking the previous holder - Daryl Powell.
